Minneapolis, Apr. 23.~The 
‘United States Treasury Secre- 
‘tary, Mr John W. Snyder, sald 
that a readjustment of tho 
European exchange rates might 
be necessary if. European coun- 
tries were ‘to sell their goods 
in western hemisphere markets 
at competitive prices. 

In a specch - before district 
bankers today, Mr Snyder said 
that the adjustment ‘of the ex- 
change rates in each instance 
was a matter requiring diMcult 
decisions. 

He ,said: “It may _ bring 
about repercussions on the In- 
ternal economy of the country 
making the change. It is also 
very diMcult to determine what 
is the proper exchange rato — 
that is, to caléulate what the 
effects of the given exchange 
adjustment might be. 

“But, the fact remuins that If 
the European countries are to 
balance their payments with the 
United States and other western 
hemisphere countries some of 
them may, have to adjust their 
exchange rates before 1952,” 

He added that the exchonge 
rates prevaillng today were for 
the most part adopted during 
and after the war and, were 
necepted by the International 
Monctary Fund in 1940, ~ 

“Since these rates were 
ndopted,” he said, "there have 
been important changes In the 
world situation and in the 
economic Ilfe of all the coun- 
trices in the European Recovery 
Programme. Progress. in pro- 
duction and shifts in price levels 
which have occurred over the 
past three years would indiente 
that’ the European’ payments 
position should be studied and 
that this study should Include
